WASHINGTIN (U PI)- Caroline 
Kennedy. 3, slipped through an 
inner tube into water over her 
head at a swimming pool last 
week and was rescued by the 
daughter-in-law of a senator, the 
White House said today. 
The daughter of President Ken­ 
nedy was pulled from the water 
by Mrs. W i l l i a m Saltonstali, 
daughter-in-law of Massachusetts 
Sen. Leverett Saltonstali. 
Mrs. Saltonstali. a mother of 
two children and expecting an­ 
other. jumped fully clothed into 
the pool when she saw Caroline 
was in trouble. 
The incident occurred at the 
suburban Washington home of 
Jacqueline Kennedy's step-sister. 
Mrs. Newton Steers. Caroline suf­ 
fered no ill effects. 
The President’s daughter had 
been attending the birthday party 
of Ivan Steers. She was playing 
the swimming pool with the 
other children at the party and 
was floating in a little rubber in­ 
ner tube when she slipped through 
it into water over her head. 
Leaped Into Pool 
Jane Saltonstali. in her early 
30s. was standing with a group 
of the other mothers when she 
spotted Caroline without the tube. 
White House Press Secretary 
Pierre Salinger said that Mrs. Sal- 
tonstall leaped into the pool to get 
the hide girl. 
Salinger said he didn’t believe 
that Caroline knows how to swim. 
Caroline’s mother was not at 
the birthday party. The Presi­ 


dent’s daughter was accompanied I 
by her “Thursday nurse," Salinger 
said. He explained she is the 
nurse who works on Thursday 
when the Kennedy children's regu­ 
lar nurse. Miss Maud Shaw, is off 
The S u b s t i t u t e nurse was not 
identified. 
Secret Service men were guard­ 
ing the premises but were not 


The Washington Star, which 
first printed an account of the 
incident today, said that Caroline’s 
nurse had gone into the house to 
change into her bathing suit at 
the time the little girl was in the 
pool.The paper said that by the time 
Mrs. Saltonstali got to Caroline, 
her head had gone underwater. 
The water at that point was four 
feet deep. 
Mrs. Saltonstali. who is expect­ 
ing another child in two and a 
half months, jumped in the pool 
before other bystanders fully real­ 
ized what was happening. 
The Star said that when Caro­ 
line was pulled to the surface, she 
seemed unaware of what had hap­ 
pened and her only reaction was 
one of surprise. 
But. the paper added, "She did 
express some wonderment that 
Mrs. Saltonstali should be in the 
pool with all her clothes on."

City Manager Dan Wagner, dis­ 
appointed by the county assessor s 
figures on Palm Springs current 
assessed property valuation said 
Wednesday he would ask for a 
recheck. 
The unofficial total figures re­ 
leased Monday amounted to $7,­ 
261.270. up about 7 per cent from 
last year Wagner termed this a 
‘ disappointment. ’ saying that re­ 
cently the annual increase has been 
around 9 per cent and that Palm 
Springs had its biggest building 
year in history last year 
Regardless how the recheck 
enmes out however. Wagner em­ 
phasized that a planned city tax 
rate rise of 38 cents per each 
$100 worth of assessed valuation 
will not be increased 
The city manager said he had 
beer hoping for a valuation figure 
of around $77.000,000. But even 
though the figure was lower than 
expected it did show that Palm 
Springs has an assessed valuation 
almost three times greater than 
Corona, a city with a comparable 
official population.

W ild wind» Mid flooding 
rairts swept Kanias City', Mo. 
today along 
a storm line 
stretched all the way from the 
w heat belt to M aryland. 
Crop-parching drought and 
spreading 
grasshopper 
plague 
added to weather troublea in the 
Middla West. Wisconsin authori 
tiea appealed for federal aid to 
farmers to make ejttended pur­ 
chases of surplus grain. Indiana 
entomologists warned that hatch­ 
ing m i g r a t o r y grasshoppers 
threatened severe crop damage. 
North of the storms and east 
of the drought, July 6 cold weath­ 
er records were set. All-time lows 
for the date included 47 at Al­ 
bany. N.Y.. 49 at Syracuse, N.Y.. 
and 50 at Buffalo, N.Y. 
Tha rains in northeast Kansas 
and northwest Missouri were of 
record proportions They closed 
industrial plants and threatened 
flash flooding. Winds up to 50 
miles per hour damaged build­ 
ings and littered streets with fall­ 
en trees and branches. 
The big Buck-Oldsmobile-Ponti- 
ac plant at Kansas City had to 
shut down after rain waters 
mounted several feet high tn pans 
of the factory. A gage at the plant 
measured 4 3 inches of rain in an 
hour. 
Power line» went down in scat­ 
tered localities throughout Metro­ 
politan Kansas City and many 
cars were smashed by falling 
trees.

Whitewater Dike Work Planned 


The Coachella Valiev C o u n t y 
Water District is ready to con 
struct a 4,*-mi!e dike to shield the 
exposed northeast section of the 
city of Palm Springs from White­ 
water River flood damage but 
lack of rights-of-way across Indian 
lands is stalling the work, T h e 
Desert Sun learned today. 
Lowell Weeks, general manager 
of the district, announced t h a t 
$210.000 for this project and two 
others in the Palm Springs area, 
was set up in the 1961-62 budget 
One of the other two projects 
will afford flood protection for the 
Palm Springs Panorama subdivi­ 
sion lying north of Ramon Road. 
The third will be an extension 
of the main Whitew ater R i v e r 
flood channel from Country Club 
Drive in the vicinity of Thunder- 
bird Countrv Club to the Rio del 
Sol road which extend* north out 
of Rancho Mirage. 


W e e k s and district president 
Leon Kennedy said they have been 
striving for months to break the 
b o t t l e n e c k in negotiations for 
rights-of-way across Indian lands 
along the northeast perimeter of 
Palm Springs, to make possible a 
start of the badly needed dike con­ 
struction. There is hope now for 
a break in the stalemate. Weeks 
said.The proposed dike would take 
off from a point on the west side 
of the Whitewater River channel, 
one mila north of Ramon Road, 
and extend 4Vs miles north and 
west to Highway 111 near the city 
limits. Last year the district built 
a dike along the river course for 
a mile north of Ramon Road but 
wtt blocked from further work by 
inability to obtain the Indian land 
easements 
Explaining the project. Weeks 
pointed out that flood waters from 


the Whitewater River. San Gor- 
gonio Pass. Snow Creek and Chino 
Creek all would converge in the 
area north of Palm Springs, and 
the northeastern corner of the city 
has been regarded as one of the 
most vulnerable points yet remain­ 
ing unprotected in the 10-year. $4 
million dollar program of the CV- 
CWD to tame the “100 - year 
flood ' when it comes. 
He said that the district it re­ 
shaping the entire Whitewater Riv­ 
er course over a distance of 50 
miles from the mouth of White- 
watei Canyon to the Saltón Sea 
The channel is being designed to 
carry three times the flow experi­ 
enced in the disastrous 1938 flood 
The dike to be constructed for 
protection of the Panorama sub­ 
division and other properties along 
Ramon Road will extend for 2V4 
miles northward from a point one 
mile north of Ramon Road where 


the channeling was halted l a s t 
year. This man-made river bank 
will divert waters of Mission and 
Morongo Creek washes into th e 
Whitewater river bed instead of 
permitting th«*m to meander over 
the desert landscape southward 
toward Thousand Palms as .n 
former years. Subdividers of the 
are» put up $25.000 toward the 
dike construction, and the district 
will pick up the rest of the tab. 
Extension of the main Whitewat­ 
er c h a n n e l from Country Club 
Drive to Del Sol road will relieve 
added property in that section 
from the threat of flood damage 
Hie giant ditch is complete past 
Cathedral City and to Thunder 
bird, and the new project wi l l 
take the water flow past Rancho 
Mirage. The remainder of th e 
storm water program eastward to­ 
ward Indio will be completed as 
rapidly »» fund* ara a aiiabia.

U.S. PEACE CORPS 


N O W IN BUSINESS'

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Peace Corps is in business. 
Six months ago, it was just a 
campaign phrase that had fired 
the 
public 
imagination. 
Four 
months ago it came to life on pa­ 
per. when President Kennedy 
signed an executive order creat­ 
ing it, and named his brother-in- 
law, Sargent Shriver, as its direc­ 
tor. 
Today the corps is a flesh-and- 
blood reality. It has a headquar­ 
ters staff of 150 people bustling 
round on three floors of a com­ 
mercial office building two blocks 
from the Whi*e House. And—more 
important — it has about 200 rea’ 
live young Americans already in 
training, on college campuses in 
Texas. California and New Jersey 
for voluntary service in underde 
veloped countries. 
Several hundred 
additional 
corps members will be selected 
and sent to training centers dur 
mg July and August. By Septem­ 
ber. the first contingent will go 
abroad. 
Five Projects Approved 
Five Peace Corps projects hav# 
been approved — in Ghana, the 
Philippines, Columbia. Chile am! 
the Caribbean island of St. Lucia 
Ohers are in the works for In 
dia. Pakistan, Thailand. Nigeria 
and several Latin American coun 
tries. Officials estimate that l.noo 
corps members will be on the job 
overseas or en route to foreign 
posts by the end of the year. 
In the transition from idea to 
actuality, the Peace Corps hai 
undergone changes which have 
made it a little less romantic than 
the original dream but, in the 
opinion of congressmen and diplo­ 
mats. considerably more practi­ 
cal. 
There is no longer any talk ol 
vast army of enthusiastic 
youths swarming abroad to live in 


mud huts and perform menial* 
manual labor without pay. 
It is now clear that the Peace 
Corps will be a relatively small 
organization for the foreseeable 
future. Officials expect no mora 
than 3.000 members by the end 
of 1962. 
Need Skilled Help 
It is also clear that warm 
hearts and willing hands, although 
certainly needed, will not be 
enough to qualify for Peace Corps 
service. The underdeveloped coun­ 
tries have plenty of mannower for 
manual labor. What they need— 
and what the Peace jcorpa aill 
try to supply — is skilled people 
who know how to teach school, 
build barns, survey roads, raise 
chickens, or handle other tasks 
requiring experience, training or 
technical proficiency. 
Living conditions for the Peace 
Corps, while rugged by American 
standards, will be well above the 
mud hut level. The rule of thumb 
is that corps members will re­ 
ceive allowances sufficient to en­ 
able them to maintain approxi­ 
mately the same standard of liv­ 
ing as their counterparts in the 
countries in which they are serv­ 
ing. Thus the 300 Americans who 
teach English will live like Fili­ 
pino teachers, and not like primi­ 
tive Bantok tribesmen of the 
mountain provinces. 
This is a great relief to diplo­ 
matic officials and members of 
Congress who had feared that a 
horde of immature, politically un­ 
sophisticated youngsters might oe 
sent abroad to wreak 
further 
damage on America’s image in 
the underdeveloped countries. 
Corps members will receive 
from two to four months of inten­ 
sive training before they take up 
their duties abroad. They will 
study foreign languages and cus­ 
toms. brush up their knowledge of 
America’s history and institutions, 
and take refresher courses 
in 
their own skills or technical spe­ 
cialties.

To use an extrem e of understatem ent, the fu tu re federal 
b u dget picture is both dark and blurred. Deficits running into 
th e billions, are in prospect. If other proposals—no t only lor 
beefing up defense, but for extending the w elfare state on a 
huge scale—becom e law, these deficits will be m ultiplied many 


tim es over. 


\V ithout debating the pros and cons of any o f the spending 
bills which have been passed or hax e been proposed, one sug­ 
gestion certainly should m eet w ith the approial of everyone. 
T h at is, pu t governm ental com m ercial opeiations on a self-sus­ 
taining basis an d get rid of the red ink. 


Post office services and, m ore specifically, parcel post, pro­ 
vide a first-class example. Just w hy the governm ent should 
carry parcels on a below-cost, deficit basis, is difficult to under - 
stan d -th is is a 100 per cent com m ercial service, an d should lie 
priced on a com m ercial basis. But the governm ent lias furnish­ 
e d a financial crutch most of the tim e since parcel post came 
into being, and th e taxpay er paid th e bill. 


At best, w e re in for plenty of federal financial problem s in 
th e vears im m ediately ahead, and not the least of these is th e 
looming specter of m ore inflation, more degradation of th e 
dollar. TVe shouldn't com pound the problems by perm itting 
gov em inent to perf orm com m ercial business serv ices on a defi­ 


cit basis.
